WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(4)— 
Paradoxical totals of the smallest crop 
production in more than 30 years and 
the highest farm income in four years 
were reported today by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 

The summary of production during 
1934 showed a farm output 32 per 
cent less than the average of the past 
10 years, and 22 per cent under last 
year. Many crops returned the low- 
est yields since 1890 because of drouth 
and the production control programs 
of the farm administration. 

The total value of all crops, at the 
Same time, was reported as $4,782,- 
626,000, compared with $4,114,265,000 
last year and $2,882,195,000 in 1932, 
an increase in excess of 16 per cent. 
By adding in the $552,000,000 in bene- 
fit payments made by the AAA the 

figure was increased to $5,334,626,- 


The acreage harvested this year was 
288,607,610 acres against . 320,127,890 
for last year and 359,527,580 two 


years uxe. 
c Cotton Lield Up. 

Cotton production, the smallest 
since 1806, with the exception of that 
of 1932, is valued at $602,314,000 for 
lint and $154,106,000 for cottonseed, 
as compared with $611,743,000 for 
lint and $78,783,000 for seed last year, 
and $371,840,000 for lint and $53,- 
635,000 for seed two years ago. 

Cotton production this year, show- 
ing effect of the acreage curtailment 
program, is 9,731,000 bales and the 
acreage 27,515,000 acres, compared 
with 13,047,000 bales and 29,978,000 
acres last year, ang 13,001,000 bales 
and 35,939,000 acres two years ago. 

Cottonseed production was 4,324,- 

tons, compared with 5,804,000 
tons last year and 5,783,000 tons two 


years ago. 
Production. 

Production was listed in the report 
as follows: Corn 1,380,718,000 bush- 
els, 41 per cent smaller than last year 
and 45 per cent less than the five-year 
average: wheat, 596,469,000 bushels, 
the smallest since 1890; oats, 528,815,- 
000 bushels, 55 per cent less than the 
five-year average; gian sorghums, 34,- 
542.000 bushels, 61 per cent below 
1933; sugar beets, 7,627,000 tons, 31 
per cent less than last year; barley, 
118.929.000 bushels, the smallest since 
1900; tobacco, 1. 005.662.000 pounds, 
20 per cent below last year; cotton 
lint, 9.731.000 bales, 33 per cent less 
than the five-year average; and pota- 
toes, 385,287.000 bushels, 20 per cent 
larger than 1933. 

“Largely as a result of the sharp 
decreases in the production of most 
crops and thé shortage of feed for live 
stock,” the report said, “prices of the 
14 principal crops averaged 42 per 
cent higher on December 1 than they

ABOARD THE S. S. EUROPA AT 
SEA, Dec. 18.—Virtually everyone 
aboard this big, luxuriously fitted 
liner crowded breathlessly against the 
rails tonight to watch the latest drama 


of the seas—the rescuing of the crew 
of 16 of the storm-lashed Norwegian 
freighter, the Sisto. 

Bobbing precariously in the glare 
of the Europa’s big searchlights, a 
lifeboat put out from the liner New 
York to take off the men aboard the 
wallowing steamer. 

The race of rescue ships to the side 
of the Sisto, in response to her calls 
for help, has been dramatic in the 
extreme. 

Profound anxiety swept through the 
Europa’s dining room, filled with pas- 
sengers in full evening dress, when 
the big ship turned her prow toward 
the stricken freighter. 

Four Rescuers Arrive. 
Her engines throbbing under forced 


draft, she pushed forward through ter- 
rifie waves. 

Soon, in the far distance, passengers 
and crew caught a glimpse of another 
ship hurrying to the scene. Then an- 
other, and still another until four ves- 
selg had encircled the helpless Sisto. 

Besides the Europa, they were the 
New York, the Aurania, and the oil 
tanker Mobiloil. 


Great quantities of oil were poured 


4on the sea in an effort to calm the 


high waves that made rescue efforts 
difficult. 9 
Closer and closer the Ships ap- 
proached, until they were within a 
half mile of the Sisto. They dared 
approach no closer because of the high 
seas. 
Vessel Abandoned. 


The New York, which reached the 
scene ahead of the Europa, already 
was making ready to put its boats 
overboard, 

The other vessels stood by, ready 
to lend a hand if necessary. 

The Europa’s big rubber boat had 
been made ready during the 140-mile 
run from its regular course, but it 
was not needed. 

The Sisto was left in sinking con- 
dition, with one feeble light burning. 

The liner Europa proceeded to her 
port of destination, elated over the 
victory.

JAPANESE MOVE 
Ib KILL TREATY 


Highest Council Tells 
Emperor It Is Advis- 
able; Monarch To Agree. 


TOKYO, Dec. 19.—( Wednesday )— 
(P)—The Japanese privy council, 
highest consultative body of the 
realm, today unanimously advised Em- 
peror Hirohito to abrogate the Wash. 
ington treaty of 1922. 1 

Based upon the report of its inves- 
tigating committee, the couneil's rec- 
ommendation to the emperor was 
made after short ceremonious delib- 
erations in the imperial palace. Many 
thoughtful Japanese leaders considered 
the step, representing virtual confirma- 
tion of a decision arrived at long be- 
forehand, as the most significant the 
empire has taken since the World 
War. 

The actual date of notification to 
the United States government was not 
made known, but it was believed it 
would be postponed until the week 
between Christmas and New Year's. 

Today's gathering in the great east | 
audience hall of the imperial palace 
represented a victorious climax for 
the Japanese navy’s four-year cam- 
paign to terminate the scheme of lim- 
itation by ratios. 

This scheme is considered by the 
Japanese people, under the influence 
of continuous nationalistic propa- 
ganda, as fettering Japan’s ambitions 
for expansion of power. 

Sanction of Emperor Hirohito, be- 
lieved certain, would permit Foreign 
Minister Koki Hirota to instruct Am- 
bassador Saito at Washington to de-

ROOSEVELT FAVORS 
AVIATION CONTROL 


Approval Seen for East- 
man’s Plea for Trans- 
portation Regulation. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—()— 
A detailed plan for federal regulation 
of all interstate transportation agen- 
cies, including aviation, was reported 
on reliable authority tonight to have 
been approved by President Roosevelt. 

Prepared by Joseph B. Eastman. 
federal co-ordinator of transportation, 
the program calls for enlargement of 


the interstate commerce commission to 
15 members, with jurisdiction over 
railroads, bus and truck lines, barge 
lines and coastal shipping, and avia- 
tion, 

The plan has been long considered 
by the president and his closest ad- 
visors. It is now ready for presenta: 
tion to congress but the president 
was said to be undecided whether to 


submit it at the forthcoming session 


or at the one following. 
Truck Law Pending. 

A bill for regulation of bus and 
truck lines was presented to congress 
a year ago but was not passed, 

Additinal legislation would be neces- 
sary to give the commission power to 
regulate combination service of barges 
and railroads. 

In the case of aviation, the trans- 
portation co-ordinator was said to 
feel that the industry still had special 
problems not conducive to regulation 
by a unified agency. His report, there- 
fore, was understood to call for crea- 
tion of a federal aviation commission 
to supervise the industry for the next 
two or three years. 

That this proposal has received con- 
si.eration of congressional leaders was 
hinted today by a statement from 
Chairman Mead, democrat, New York, 
of the house postoffice committee, as- 
serting that if the interstate commerce 
commission were not expanded to in- 
clude aviation, a federal aviation com 
mission should be created. 

Rate Making Power. 

Mead advocated rate-making pow- 
ers for the I. C. C., with the post- 
master-general retaining the right to 
determine air mail routes and the 
commerce department continuing its 
reguiatory and airway maintenanc: 
function. 

The president's policy-forming avia- 
tion commission already has decided 
to recommend establishment of a fed- 
eral regulatory agency, with its fune- 
tions to be permanent. 

The commission conferred today 
with Postmaster-General Farley and 
W. W. Howes and Harllee Branch, 
hist assistants, the last conference it 
will have with government officials 
before drafting its recommendations to 
Mr. Roosevelt. These will be presented 
around January 15. 


Near-Assassination 
Of Hitler Is Denied 


BERLIN, Dec. 18.—(/)—Adolf 
Hitler has not been wounded, it 
was officially said today, nor has 
anyone shot at der fuehrer. 

Those were the denials nazi offi- 
tials had ready for rumors the reich 
leader had been near assassination. 

“Ridiculous inventions,” the re- 
ports were termed. 

The rumor that Hitler was dead 
reached Berlin today almost at the 
same time from three such widely 
separated nations as Austria, Rus- 
sia and Holland. 

The newspaper Linzer Volksblatt 
of Linz, Austria, published reports, 
the souree of which. it said was 
“trustwotthy,” that a German girl 
recently shot and wounded Hitler. 
The Marquess of Donegall, writing 
in Sunday’s London Dispatch. 
chronicled reports that Hitler's 
plane had been attacked from the 
air while he was flying over east 
Prussia. Rumors were even rife in 
New York Tuesday that der fuehrer 
had been shot and wounded. 


High U. S. Officials Ac- 
cuse Moscow of Foster- 
ing Campaign Within 
Ranks of Armed Forces. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 18.—()— 
Attempts by communists to spread 
dissatisfaction and even mutiny and 


rebellion among the nation's armed 


forces were reported today by army 
and navy officers to be causing real 
“concern.” 

As a concrete remedy, they asked 
the house committee investigating un- 
American activities to approve a law 
permitting punishment of those who 
urge any soldier or sailor to “violate 
his oath of allegiance.” 

Chairman MeCormack, democrat, 
Massachusetts, reported that various 
remedies were being considered by the 
committee but none had been agreed 
upon.

V. L. Kirkman, of the navy, as care-

COTTON BARTER 
NEARING COLLAPSE 


Hull Opposing Proposal 
as Being Out of Line 
With General Program. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18. - —4 
projected cotton barter deal between 
the United States and Germany, in- 
volving between $6,000,000 and 330, 
000. was reliably reported today 
to be threatened with collapse because 
of conflict with President Roosevelt's 
general world trade plans. 

The president was described by one 
authority, who declined to be quoted 
by name, as withholding a final de- 
cision pending a possible revised plan. 
Three of his diplomatic advisers, how- 
ever, it was said by the same source, 
have urged that he reject the deal. 

Secretary Hull was said*to have re- 
ported to the chief executive that the 
deal was a “bad trade,” offering sev- 
eral reasons, one of which was that 
the transaction would dislocate the 
normal trade“ which he is seeking to 
build up through reciprocal agree- 
ments. George N. Peek, head of the 
Export-Import bank, and some others 
emphatically think otherwise.

HELD AT MACON 


One-Time Bandit Pardon- 
ed by Talmadge Jailed on 
Chief Poole’s Request. 


MACON, Ga: Dec. 18.—(?)—A 
man, listed as Leland Harvey, con- 


vieted and sentenced to 110 years for; 


highway robbery and given a full par- 
don less than a year ago by Gover- 
nor Eugene Talmadge, tonight was in 
Bibb county jail at “the request of 
Chief of Detectives A. Lamar Poole, 
of Atlanta.” 

Robert A. Moore, deputy sheriff of 
Bibb county, said he took Harvey 
into custody after receiving à tele-

Officer ‘Moore said also that “I 
hope to have Aubrey Smith in custody 
by. morning.” Smith, who figured 
with Harvey in sensational holdups 
and escapes from prisons, also was 
pardoned by Governor Talmadge last 
April 20. He had been sentenced to 
a total of 145 years for highway rob- 
bery and other convictions. - 
Harvey, Officer.

tory of Geneva.”

RECORD MIGRATION 
OF EELS ASSURES 
ESKIMOS OF FOOD 


SEATTLE, Dec. 18—(4)—There 
are eels in the igloos of Alaska Eski- 
mos this winter and -prosperity in 
every village along the Yukon, for the 
migrating lampreys rushed up the 
river by the millions, sending the wa- 
ter over its banks. tre 

This year it was an extraordinary 
spectacle. Millions—even tens of mil- 
lions—swarmed up the mighty Yukon 
under the first shell of winter ice, 
making the weaker stretches of the 
frozen mantle crumble, displacing wa- 
ter of the great stream until it rose 
and surged along the shoreline, over- 
flowing and making the ice sheets 
heave to the cracking point. 

It was the greatest of the annual 
eel migrations in the memory of the 
oldest inhabitants from Russian mis- 


| sion to Seattle. 


Dashing across the ice with dog sleds 
and nets, the Eskimos caught literally 
millions of eels and froze them, to 
use as food for men and dogs during 
the long arctic winter. 

This season there will be an eel 
in every pot when the Eskimos sit 
down to dinner, and outside the igloos. 


under a cold black sky faintly lit by 


the pulsing aurora borealis, the raven- 
ous malamute dogs will munch that 
rare delicacy, roasted eel, which tastes 
like “pork cracklin’s.” The dogs don’t 
like raw eel. 

When migrating time comes the na- 
tives cut holes in the Yukon ice and 
set up watch camps. The eels, wig- 
gling like snakes, rush in a mass from 
the Bering sea—a mass so dense they 
“push the water up ahead of them. 
This causes water and eels to spurt 
up through the holes as the lampreys 
swim under the ice. Eskimos dip them 
up with nets and send fast dog teams 
to the next villages. to warn of the 
approaching eels, which swim at the 
rate of 10 miles a day. The eels swim 
400 miles up the Yukon to Anvik and 
then “disappear.”

Most ‘Unsafe’ in Nation 


R as second to the 
most “unsafe” state in the Union, W. 
C. Wheary, national safety director 
ef the FERA, Tuesday appealed to 
Governor Eugene Talmadge to effect 
the passage of a uniform state driv- 
ers’ license law as a means of re- 
ducing traffic accidents’ toll. 5 

In the afternoon Mr. Wheary ad- 
dressed a safety rally of Fulton 
ty relief officials with Miss Ada 
ker, administrator, presiding. 

Enactment by the Georgia legisla- 

ture of laws similar to those in force 
in 26 other states and the District of 
Columbia would, Mr. Wheary said, 
reduce tie high death rate from au- 
tomobile accidents, as well as traffic 
violations, I came to Atlanta to ask 
Governor Talmadge’s approval,“ he 
said. 
AccOrding to Keller F, Melton, state 
FERA safety director, a recent sur- 
vey reveals 10 of „the group of 12 
“worst” states are southern, with 
Georgia “next to the worst” of all 
from a standpoint both of traffic 
deaths and traffic violations. Seventy 
thousand dollars is being spent at 
present by Mr. Melton’s department 
in conducting traffic surveys in At- 
lanta, Augusta, Macon and Savan- 
nah, representing 50 to 60 per cent 
of the driving public. Although the 
survey indicates a specific need for 
a drivers’ license law, provisions of 
the city charters require legislative 
action to effect such a statute. 

Mr. Wheary believes that licensing 
drivers is the only satisfactory meth- 
od of curbing unsafe conditions, as 
vi¥lators, he said, have utter disre- 
gard for the Jaws and break down 
every conceivable regulation.” 

At the afternoon safety rally for 
Fulton county relief workers, Mr. 
Wheary related the encouraging de- 
crease of accidents and fatalities in 
FERA work, attributing this directly 
to constant vigilance by all those su- 
pervising work projects. He com- 
mended the excellent showing made 
in Georgia and well as Fulton coun- 
ty. “Only 2 per cent of accidents 
are unavoidable, and they are acts of 
Providence,” he said.

HOBO “JUNGLES” MUST GO 

The large number of hobo 
“Jungles” that have sprung into ex- 
istence on the Georgia side of the 
boundary between this state and 
Florida, as the result of Governor 
Sholtz’s steps to prevent the en- 
trance into his state of persons 
with no source of support, should 
be put out of existence at once. 


These so-called “jungles” are 
camps formed by the congregation 
of large numbers of indigent. tran- 
sients, in this instance composed 
of those seeking to spend the win- 
ter under the balmy Florida sun 
and expecting to find support from 
some source during their stay in 
the nation’s winter playground. 
These camps have neither sani- 
tary nor police regulations and are 
an imminent threat to the health 
and the safety of the people in 
the counties in which they are lo- 
cated. Many of the occupants of 
the camps are criminals, choosing 
this method of hiding away from 
the authorities of the communities 
from which they come. 

At this season of the year tran- 
sients from states east of the Mis- 
sissippi river pour into the south 
in order to escape the severe win- 
ter weather of the north and east, 
most of them coming through 
Georgia on the way to Florida. To 
the normal crop of hoboes is added 
this year many thousands of job- 
less who have been supported by 
the government but who are seek- 
ing to spend the winter in Florida, 
with the continuance of public aid, 
either from the federal, state or 
local governments. 

Florida has acted wisely in plac- 
ing a guard at her border to pre- 
vent a horde of dependents, most 
of them undesirable citizens, even 
if self-supporting, from coming 
into the state. Their admission 
would mean that crime conditions 
would be aggravated during this 
Season. 

The same threat exists for the 
sections of Georgia in which these 
hoboes are now congregating by 
the thousands, and they should be 
dispersed, either by being sent 
back to the communities from 
which they come, or by being 
forced to move on under threat of 
jail sentences as vagrants if they 
fail to leave. 

Most of the riffraff in these 
‘jungles’ do not come properly 
under the head of the transients, 
recognized by the federal govern- 
ment as among those to whom aid 
should properly be given under the 
stress of present financial condi- 
tions. For the most part, tran- 
sients are those who would work 
if they could, and many are on 
the road in the hope of securing 
something to do. 

The hoboes who swarm south- 
ward at this time of the year are 
an entirely different class. They 
do not want work and it is prac- 
tically impossible to make them 
work. They are satisfied to camp 
out in the most primitive fashion 
and gain money for their bare ne- 
cessities either by begging or steal- 
ing. 

No community can be safe while 
earge numbers of such people are 
near at hand, and the thousands 
now gathered in south Georgia 
should be sent on their way.

FOOD VS. “DISTRESS” COTTON 

In a recent address, Charles J. 
Haden, of Atlanta, chairman of the 
farm debt adjustment commission 
of Georgia, cites the esse with 
which the problem ‘of ‘distress: cot- 
ton,“ one of the farmer’s worst 
handicaps, can be solved. His ad- 
dress succinctly and forcefully ex- 
presses the doctrine of live-at-home 
farming that has been preached to 
the Georgia farmer continuously 
for many years. 

“Distress cotton,” it is pointed 
out, is cotton mortgaged before it 
is raised, in order to finance the 
farmer while he is raising his crop, 
the greater portion of the money 
thus secured being used for food 
and feed. These debts mature at 
picking time and the grower must 
sell “regardless of his own wishes 
or the condition of the market 
which ‘distress cotton’ brings 
about.” Such disposal of cotton 
is aptly designated by Mr. Haden 
as more of a “seizure” than a sale. 

The solution of such an unsound 
economic system is simple, being 
merely that the farmer raise his 
own feed and food. Then he could 
either get along with no loan at 
all or could at least reduce his 
crop mortgages to a figure he 
could easily handle without having 
to rush his entire production on 
the market at picking time. 

For years many Georgia banks 
have refused to lend to farmers who 
failed to produce their own food 
and feed. Mr. Haden advocates 
that the federal government adopt 
the same plan in the following 
statement: 


The sovereign power of our fed- 
eral government, which has com: 
manded, “Thou shalt not grow cot- 
ton beyond my fixed limit,” is equally 
in power to give a command, “Thou 
shalt grow thine own food.” The 
persuasion for many years has had 
little effect on the all-cotton blunder. 
But if the federal government would 
require, as a condition of paying 
rents to the cotton farmer, and of 
other financing, that he grow food 
enough for his own family, the pay- 
master’s voice“ would be listened to. 
It would take a great burden from 
the shoulders of the federal emer- 
gency relief, 

In buying meat from the western 
states the Georgia farmer pays not 
only a profit to the producer, but 
a2 1-2-cent processing tax, the 
cost of transporting the meat for 
a thousand or more miles and a 
profit for the broker. Generally 
there is also a profit for the retail 
merchant with whom the farmer 
deals. Wheat can be easily grown 
in Georgia, but most farmers, in 
the sfate still buy their flour, pay- 
ing 30 cents a bushel more for it 
than if it had been ground from 
wheat he had produced. 

The suggestion made by Mr, 
Haden is far from an impractical 
one. The bankers of the state have 
already brought about an increased 
production in food and feed stuff 
by the simple expedient of notify- 
ing the farmer that if he wants a 
loan he must demonstrate he is a 
good businessman by raising in- 
stead of buying most of his neces- 
sities. Results would be more 
widespread, of course, if the gov- 
ernment told the farmer he would 
get no rent for the acres taken 
out of cotton if he did not raise 
the food for his family and the 
feed for hfs live stock.

A GOOD DOCTOR MUST BE A 
GOOD GUESSER. 

Six weeks ago. 

Oh-oh—we had better warn the 
reader that this is something to read 
to yourself first—then if, you wish 
read it to the family. 

Six weeks ago, remarks a good phy: 
sician who, without purporting to 
a specialist, has become famous for 
his skill in ambulant treatment, a lady 
came to the office stating that for 
about a month she had had some 
bleeding from the rectum. She proved 
to have a large inoperable cancer. I 
think this growth could have been 
detected by exathination at ledst two 
years ago, when it would have been 
possible to operate successfully. The 
patient had been given a periodic ex- 
amination by her physician at fre- 
quent intervals, as she wished to keep 
fit. On each examination she was pro- 
nounced. to be in perfect health. 

So what? 

Just what should a periodic physi- 
cal examination or health inventory 
include? ' a 

I have no definite idea about this. 
In practice the periodic physical ex- 
amination is largely a gesture. It is 
an excellent way for the patient to get 
acquainted with the doctor and for 
the doctor to get acquainted with the 
patient. For that alone a yearly check- 
up is worth the price, I think. It is 
worth something to.you to know your 
doctor knows you. That is, if you have 
brains enough to select a doctor as 
your regular medical adyiser. If you 
just shop around as you might for a 
basket of. vegetables, or if you get it 
free with a can of baking powder or 
a life insurance policy, you can’t ex- 
pect much more than you pay for, 
can you? 

My notion is that your own physi- 
cian, especially if he knows you and 
you know him, can get a better line 
on the state of your health in à 15- 
minute confab with you than any 
wage slave in a great institute,“ 
“clinic,” “association” or company“ 
can by any amount of machinery or 
laboratory monkeyshines, Your doe- 
tor can make or cause to be made 
such special tests or examinations as 
he thinks advisable. 

_Our colleague implies that the pe- 
riodie examination should include a 
rectal examination. I do not think so. 
I believe your own physician should 
decide whether that is advisable or 
not, after he hes heard your com- 
plaints and perhaps questioned you 
specifically about one thing and an- 
other you omit from your history or 
anamnesis.

Flying squadrons of striking textile 
workers moved by motor car and 
truck from one mill center to an- 
other, closing down a number of mills. 

The governor declared martial law 
and Adjutant General Lindley Camp 
swung into action, Camp organized 
a flying squadron of his own, com- 
posed of picked national guardsmen.

Legislators Back Plan. 


From every section of the state vet- 
eran leaders of both the senate and 
house of representatives were quick 
to reveal that they plan to give ap- 
proval to the plan which has been 
sought in Georgia for a number of 
years and which is backed by the 
Georgia Sheriffs and Peace Officers’ 
Association as well as practically ev- 
ery solicitor-general and chief of po- 
lice in Georgia. 

Almost all of the prominent mem- 
bers of both branches of the assembly 
who discussed the proposal Tuesday 
night all emphasized the great need 
for the system being radio-equipped 
pointing out the good done by police 
radio in all larger cities and predict- 
ing the establishment of such a sys- 
tem in Georgia not only would prove 
of great value in catching criminals 
after crimes had been committed but 
also would tend to reduce crime gen- 
erally over the state. 

Speaker P. D. Rivers, here prepar- 
ing for the opening of the session, de- 
clared that he considered the estab- 
lishment of a highway patrol and po- 
lice organization one of the state’s 
most vital needs. Others, including 
Senator Charles D. Redwine, of Fay- 
etteville, unopposed candidate for 
president of the state senate; Senator 
Preston Rawlins, of McRae, candidate 
for the presidency pro tem. of the 
senate; Speaker Pro Tem. Ellis G. 
Arnall, of Newnan, and others joined 
in voicing approval of the plan. 

Rivers Lauds Plan. 

“Tt know of no more vital need,” 

Speaker Rivers said. “In the small 


counties of the state something is 


liable to happen any time and yet 
these counties cannot afford to keep 
a big police system the year around. 
It would be great business if they 


could call on the highway patrol for 
assistance in time of emergency,” 


Senator Rédwine voiced similar ap-, 


proval. 


The measure passed the senate last 
time and although I was not a mem- 
ber then I think the spirit of the new 
senate will be entirely in favor of the 
measure,” the prospective senate presi- 
dent said. “It will supply one of 
Georgia’s greatest needs.” 3 

Senator William Lester, of Augus- 
ta, author of the measure which was 
passed by the senate in 1933, declared 
that he planned to introduce the bill 
again the first day of the 1935 ses- 
sion. 

“My bill which called for a small 
expenditure and use of only 72 men 
passed the senate with only two dis- 
senting votes,” the Augusta leader de- 
clared.

Sees Cut in Accidents. 


Senator Rawlins said that he be- 
lieved a state highway patrol would 
cut down a large number of highway 
accidents as well as help regular po- 
lice with their work. 


“Nothing of greater importance 
will come before the assembly,” the 
McRae senator said. 

“T am for the measure 100 per 
cent,” Speaker Pro Tem. Arnall said. 
“My colleague, Representative Stone- 
wall Dyer, and I have talked the mat- 
ter over several times and we will aid 
adoption of the plan favored by the 
governor all we can.” 

Senator J. Sante Crawford, of 
Rome, a veteran member of the as- 
sembly, declared that he favored im- 
mediate adoption of the plan. : 

“With cars equipped with radios 
on the highways we can catch a lot 
more criminals than we are catching,” 
Senator Crawford said. “I think 
adoption of this plan will be one of 
the outstanding events of the legisla- 
ture.“

Harden Commends Move. 

Senulor C. Z. Harden, of Ashburn, 
declared that radio patrols all over 
the state not only would help catch 
criminals after they had committed 
a crime but it would tend to eliminate 
crime. 

“Whenever a criminal knows that 
a giant radio police system is ready 
to start after him the minute an alarm 
is sounded he will hesitate a long 
time before he commits a crime,” Sen- 
ator Harden said. “I think the plan 
is excellent and I will support it 100 
per cent. I am glad that the gov- 
ernor has given it his indorsement.” 

Representative Fred Hand, of Mitch- 
ell county, declared that he was 
strongly in favor of the plan. 

“We can cut down accidents and 
reduce crime 50 per cent,” he de- 
clared. “The cost would be negli- 
gible.” 

Atkinson Favors Plan. 

David S. Atkinson, Savannah, sena- 
tor from the first district, said: 

“T heartily favor it. We have 
plenty of good highway laws, but we 
have no method of enforcing them 
under our present system.” 

Representative Frank MeNall, of 
Chatham county said: 

“Due to the record of state con- 
stabularies toward the working class 
in other states, I am unalterably op- 
posed to anything of this nature be- 
ing tried in Georgia. Speaking for 
organized labor, we feel that such a 
thing ts unnecessary. We have our 
county and city police forces to’ care 
for any crime. In Colorado it was 
necessary to disband the state police 
because of the brutality.

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FIREWORKS ARE SAFER, 
UIETER, DEALER SAYS 


Parents need not worry when their 
children play with fireworks this 
Christmas, at least. not as much as 


they have in the past. The government 
regulation of the fireworks business 
has done several things to make the 
loud noises less dangerous, C. E. Al- 
len, of 234 Mitchell street, S. W., a 
wholesale dealer in fireworks, revealed 
Tuesday. 

The poison that was used in the 
manufacture of one of. the favorites, 
“sons of guns,” has been removed, and 
though the noise has been cut down as 
a result, they are now much safer for 
the children to handle. 

Phosphorous is still used in the 
making of a large number of fire- 
works, but in each case it is on the 
inside, and may not be reached with- 
out exploding the cracker. 

Mr. Allen said that as a result of 
of this regulation by the government 
the fireworks of this year would not 
be as powerful as beretofore, but that 
they would be much Safer. A great 
number of parents of small children 
should be glad to hear this. ' 

“Last year there were only three 
persons burned by fireworks, while 
some 30-odd were injured in Christ- 
mas celebrations. Most of the others 
were the results of burns by blank 
pistols; Which ate not fireworks, and 
are never manufactured by a maker 
of fireworks, said Mr. Allen in ex- 
plaining his stock. 

Some of the new features that will 
attract much attention this year are 
the red. white and blue “Roman can- 
dles,“ the “Yankee Boy” 40-50 Chi- 
nese flash and the sky rockets. The 
‘Roman candles” make a very beauti- 
ful display and are safe for the very 
youngest of children, after they have 
been shown how to use them, said Mr.

Other favorites will be the colored 
mines, the fancy star shells, the mus- 
ical sirens, the artillery bombs, the 
gold and silver showers, the zig-zag"

New Offices Here Pay 
$1,770,700 in Salaries 


Atlanta’s facilities for promoting 
new business ventures have led 157 
out-of-town concerns to locate branch 
organizations in the city during the 
first 11 months of this year, Figures 
compiled by the Chamber of Com- 
merce industrial bureau show that 
these concerns employ a total of 1,221 
persons receiving an annual aggre- 
gate pay roll of $1,770,700, practical- 
ly all of which is spent in Atlanta. 

Comparing the record for the past 
11 months with that of previous 
years, industrial bureau officials state 
that not since 1929 have more com- 
panies located here during any full 
calendar year. 1929, with 191 new 
concerns, marked the peak after the 
establishment of the bureau in 1925. 
Since that time a total of 1,302 new 
businesses have opened up here.

IN PAST SEASON 


Record “Little Slam.” 
Cotton Takes British 
Open From U. S. 


By Bob Cavagnaro. 


Associated Press Sports Writer. 

NEW YORK, Dec, 18.—(#)—He 
can’t be called a second Bobby Jones, 
but the manner of William Lawson 
Little Jr.'s ascension to the amateur 
golf throne in 1934 is the nearest 
thing yet to the redoubtable Geor- 
gian's “Grand Slam” of 1930. 

Little’s sweep of this year’s Ameri- 
can and British amateur champion- 
ship, facetiously yet correctly termed 
a Little Slam.“ made him the third 
golfer to win both titles in the same 
year. Jones did it in 1930 and Har- 
old Hilton, a Briton, turned the trick 
in 1911. 

VAN WIE REPEATS. 

Overshadowed by Little’s double 
triumph there were, however. other 
notable achievements through the year 
—the sensational victory of Henry 
Cotton, the first Briton to win the 
British open since 1923: Olin Dutra's 
triumph in the National open after 
he had been overlooked in the early 
rounds; Virginia Van Wie's retention 
of the women’s championship for the 
second year to become the fourth wom- 
an in history to win the title three 
times in suecession; Paul Runyan’s 
gobbling up of more than $7,000 dur- 
ing the pros’ winter barnstorming pe- 
riod and triumph in the National pro- 
fessional match play tournament. and 
the successful defenses of internation- 
al trophies by the American Walker 
cup and Curtis cup teams. 
After the United States Walker cup 
forces defeated the English, 9 1-2 to 
2 1-2, for the eighth straight triumph, 
the invaders stormed Prestwick in 
Scotland for the British amateur. 
George Terry Dunlap Jr. and blond 
Johnny Goodman, then reigning Amer- 
jean amateur and open kings, were 
the topheavy favorites to annex the 
British title with Little's chances of 
victory only slightly better than aver- 


ge. 
LITTLE’S GREAT RECORD. 

Little's ultimate victory over Wal- 
lace by the lopsided margin of 14 
and 13 was the biggest winning mar- 
gin for any major match-play cham- 
pionship, and his 66 in the morning 
round was the lowest score in the 
history of the tournament and broke 
the Prestwick course record. 

Favored by the draw in the United 
States amateur championship at his- 
toric Brookline, Little marched 
through to the title without a single 
diffieult match. He finally won the 
title, defeating Dave Goldman, Dallas, 
in the final, 8 and 7. This was the 
first all match-play National amateur 
3 in 31 years. 

IT’S ALL IN THE START. 
The scores turned in by Henry Cot- 
ton in the first three rounds of the 
British open made it a one-man show. 
He opened with a 67 and then stuck 
in a 65. He followed these with a 
72 on the morning of the final day 
to establish a lead of nine strokes. 
For 12 holes on the final round he 
faltered, but standing on the 13th tee 
he pulled himself together and finish- 
ed with a 79 for an aggregate of 283 
and a wining margin of five strokes. 
Sid Brews, of South Africa, was sec- 
ond with 288. 

The 1934 American open was apt- 
ly termed the “Merion Merry-Go- 
Round.” Olin Dutra, the big Cali- 
fornian, sneaked in with a fourth- 
round 72 for a total of 292 to nose 
out Sarazen, who had 293, and dash 
the title hopes of Cruickshank, Cox 
and Cooper with 295 each.

BATON ROUGH, La., Dec. 18.— 
(?)—Senator Huey P. Long said to- 
night that he “understood” that a na-

Dr. Smith, in announcing Jones’ 
resgination, said that “half a dozen” 
possible successors were being con- 
sidered, but declined to say who they 
were. 

Long said the new coach he “un- 
derstood” had been selected was “one 
of the topnotchers of the country.”

Jones” he referred, he said, to the 
fact the army captain’s resignation 
as coach would not become effective 
until January 1.

Against Carnera Wins. 
„ ARUP ON (oe: 


NEW YORK, Dec. 18.—(UP)— 
Of the thousand and one electrifying 
sports incidents that brought millions 
of fans to their feet screaming with 


excitement during the year 1934, that 
thundering first round of the Baer- 
ue fight was the most thrill- 
ng. ‘ 

That's the consensus of opinion 
among the nation's sports editors, con- 
noisseurs of thrills, as expressed to- 
day in a United poll participated 
in by 308 editors in all sections. 

Most of. the 111 editors who voted 
for the Carnera-Baer first round be- 
lieve that this session will go down 
in history as a thrill rival to the wild 
Dempsey-Fi brawl in 1923. 

They emphasized in comment, ac- 
companying their ballots, that. the 
opening frame of the 1934 heavy- 
weight championship battle, fought 
beneath a June moon in Madison 
Square Garden’s great Long Island 
saucer, had all the elements necessary 
to lash the hearts of spectators. 

Attention of sports followers in 
every country was concentrated on 
this fight because of the international 
angle and because the ring’s richest 
prize, the world championship, was at 
stake. Moreover, a modern David. 
the comparatively small Maxie Baer, 
who had been branded physically un- 
fit to right, was trying to regain for 
the United States the crown from 
Primo Carnera, of Italy, a towering 
Goliath who was the 
ever to hold the title. 

Suddenly little Maxie lashed out; 
his looping right swing smashed into 
Carnera’s lofty jaw. Carnera swayed 
and then crashed to the canvas. He 
was up again, pursued by snarling 
Maxie. Wham! Another crash to the 
floor. This time Carnera rose and 
galloped drunkenly about the ring 
like a startled horse, Maxie in pur- 
suit. In his bewilderment (Carnera 
plunged halfway through the ropes 
twice. Another ax-swing to the head 
floored Primo again. He rose and 
was being battered about the ring 
at the bell. Meanwhile the 56,000 
fans in the bowl were screaming in 
a frenzy of excitement. As far as they 
were concerned, the fight was over. 
Maxie Baer was new champion. It 
wasn't necessary for eight more trips 
to the canvas in «the remaining 10 
rounds, climaxed by Referee Arthur 
Donovan's merciful intervention. ‘

when Slade Cutter’s mud-encrusted 
boot sent a football soaring through 
the goal posts for a field goal at 
Philadelphia in the first quarter of 
the Army-Navy game.

The First National bank of Atlanta 
Tuesday became the first bank in 
Georgia authorized to make loans un- 
der Title Two of the federal housing 


act.. These loans are mortgages on 
real estate, insured by the government 
and designed to release into the chan- 
nels of general trade mortgage funds 
now frozen in financial institutions 
by reason of instability of the mort- 
gage market. 

Under terms of the act the mort- 
gages are made by the bank, but with 
the approval of the housing adminis- 
tration. Under a system of insuring 
the loans, the banks are guaranteed 
against loss up to 20 per cent of the 
total loans made. Inasmuch as the 
record of years shows defaults on 
such loans do not exceed 5 per cent, 
this is believed to be ample margin of 
safety. 

The chief objective of Title Two 
of the act, it was said Tuesday, is the 
establishment of special safeguards 
around home ownership and the crea- 
tion of a nation-wide, uniform system 
through which the ownership of homes 
may be easier of accomplishment,

Elimination of short-term mortgage 
in home financing, thus doing away 
with the uncertainty and expense of 
frequent renewals of mortgages. ” 

It will mean establishment of a 
plan by which the ownership of a 
home may be acquired on terms com- 
parable to payment of rent, develop- 
ment of a universal standard of ap- 
praisals and a system under which 
funds from any section of the coun- 
try may be utilized for home construc- 
tion in any other section. 

It is expected, it was said, to elimi- 
nate both the real estate boom and 
the real estate depression.

Gold Bond Test Case 
Before Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—(7)— 
The justice department today present- 
ed to the supreme court its conten- 
tion that bondholders of the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain & Southern railway 
should got receive the 69 cent pre- 
mium on each dollar which they would 
receive if paid the equivalent of gold. 

The argument was put before the 
court in briefs on two cases brought 
by the Bankers Trust Company and 
William H. Bixby, holders of first 
mortgage bonds, who demanded pay- 
ment in gold or its equivalent in cur- 
rency. 

The government contended that to 
pay the equivalent of gold would re- 
guire $1.69 for each dollar. 

Gold payments were outlawed last 
year. The first mortgage bonds of 
the railroad were made payable in 
gold. In these cases the federal dis- 
trict court at St. Louis declared such 
payments “impossible in fact and in 
law” and said the bondholders were 
entitled to payment only “in such law- 
ful money as was legal tender.”

EARLY DIAGNOSIS 
OF CANCER VITAL, 
SAYS MAYO DOCTOR 


NEW YORK, Dee. 18.—(?)—A 
means to save many more lives in 
cancer is outlined by William Car- 
penter MacCarty, of the Mayor clinic, 
in the American Journal of Cancer 
tonight. 

The medical profession, he says, 
does not know and has no textbook 
to tell them of some recent discoveries 
which they could use to detect early 
the hidden internal cancers which 
now take a great toll because discov- 
ered too late. 

Present well-recognized treatments 
save many of these lives. One of the 
most important discoveries cited, and 
substantiated from 100 cases at the 
Mayo cline, is the existence of early, 
or small, internal cancers. 

“Cancer does occur as a small 
lesion,” he states. As such, its signs 
and symptoms are not those described 
for cancer in the textbooks of pa- 
thology and of the practice of medi- 
cine. 

“Cancers are not recognized early 
by the medical profession, and never 
will be until it learns that there are 
no characteristic signs and symptoms 
for early cancer, and that the only 
means of telling whether the condi- 
tions in gastric, duodenal, appendiceal 
or in the gallbladder ig the Roentgen 
ray. There are still enough cancers 
easily recognizable, _ histologically, 
which are smaller than a quarter of 
a dollar, that will have to be removed 
if the cancer problem is ever to be 
settled.”
